ORDER P-126 EXTENDED TO NOV. 30; 
ACTION IS TAKEN ON ORDER L-38 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—Preference Rating 
Order P-126 covering materials for emergency 
servicing of refrigerating and air condition- 
ing machinery and equipment has been ex- 
tended to Nov. 30, the order under its previous 
extension having expired Oct. 30, according 
to an announcement made by the War Pro- 
duction Board. 

Order P-126 is said to be undergoing some 
extensive revisions including changes in rat- 
ings, etc., that will make it more usable for 
the purposes for which it was originated. 

It is also rumored that Limitation Order 
L-38 covering commercial refrigeration and 
air conditioning equipment is in the process 
of being rewritten. In the meantime word has 
come through of some of the first moves 
against violators of L-38, with the Depart- 
ment of Justice prosecuting a case in Phila- 
delphia in which a distributor is charged on 
10 counts of violating the order. 

The violations were said to have been in 
connection with the sale of draft beer equip- 
ment. 


REFRIGERANT SHORTAGE THREATENS 
UNLESS CYLINDERS ARE RETURNED 


The Refrigeration Section of the General 
Industrial Equipment Branch of the WPB 
has issued a warning that a shortage of re- 
frigerant cylinders is imminent unless re- 
turns of the cylinders from the field are more 
prompt. There will be no more production of 
cylinders for refrigerant for civilian pur- 
poses, it was stated. 


AA-1 Priority Is 
Given to ‘Essential 
Repair Parts’ 


DETROIT, Nov. 13—Top priority 
ratings of AA-1 may be applied to 
“essential repairs and maintenance 
for productive facilities, utilities, 
housing and consumers’ durable 
goods,” according to a news release 
of the Office of War Information re- 
porting the action of the require- 
ments committee of the War Produc- 
tion Board. 


Whether repairs for household and 
commercial refrigeration systems are 
considered essential and would be 
covered by the high rating is not 
stated in the release.

(Concluded from Page 1, Column 3) 
yoked, some of the essence of the 
allocation classification system is be- 
ing used by these branches, who have 
puilt their system of distributing ma- 
terials around such a system. 

A manufacturer apparently cannot 
get these materials without furnish- 
ing the copper branch or the Iron 
and Steel Branch complete end use 
information, and it is important that 
customers furnish their supplier with 
as much end use information as pos- 
sible on orders that will require the 
consumption of copper or iron and 
steel products. 

The Iron and Steel Branch is in- 
sisting that end use group classifica- 
tions given in Order M-21 be cer- 
tified on purchase orders for iron and 
steel mill products. A manufacturer 
in placing an order on a mill or ware- 
house for iron or steel products must, 
therefore, be able to certify in writ- 
ing on the face of his purchase or- 
der, from the information furnished 
by the customer, that the material 
he is ordering is to fill orders in one 
of the following group classifica- 
tions as set up in M-21: 

Army, Navy, Maritime, Defense 
Projects, Lend-Lease, Other Export, 
Railroad, Warehouse, all other. 

The Copper Branch of the WPB 
for the present, at least, is insisting 
on the continued use of the Alloca- 
tion Classification System in sub- 
mitting end use information required 
in applications for copper allocation. 
Reason for this is that a manufac- 
turer who requires copper must sub- 
mit, in addition to inventory figures 
requested on Form PD-59, end use 
information on Form PD-123 which 
ask for either actual or scheduled 
deliveries broken down to show the 
quantity required under each division 
of the old Classification System. 

While this form may be amended, 
there has not been sufficient time 
since the withdrawal of the Alloca- 
tion Classification System on Nov. 5 
to permit the Copper Branch of WPB 
to revise these forms or to call them 
in from the field. As a result, the 
manufacturer of any product which 
customers may order requiring cop- 
per products will have no alterna- 
tive but to ask customers to con- 
tinue the use of the Allocation 
Classification System until the Cop- 
per Branch has amended its forms.

Given AA-1 Rating

terms “housing and consumers’ dur- 
able goods.” 

The text of the news release fol- 
lows: 

“WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 13— 
Pointing up the importance of keep- 
ing the nation’s civilian economy in 
a healthy condition, the Require- 
ments Committee of the War Pro- 
duction Board today authorized that 
the top priority rating of AA-1 may 
be applied to essential repair and 
maintenance. 

“Included in the scope of the de- 
termination, which becomes a basic 
policy for the first quarter of 1943, 
are essential repairs and mainte- 
nance for productive facilities, utili- 
ties, housing and consumers’ durable 
goods. 

“The action will make it possible 
for vital plants and factories, mines 
and refineries and other industrial 
facilities to continue effective pro- 
duction of both munitions of war and 
essential civilian goods. Communi- 
cation and transportation systems, 
gas, oil and water lines and other 
services will be assured of materials 
to keep them performing their es- 
sential function. Supplies and mate- 
rials needed for essential mainte- 
nance and repair for housing also 
may be obtained. 

“Until the Controlled Materials 
Plan goes into full operation, the 
existing priorities system will be 
used to obtain the steel, copper and 
aluminum needed for such mainte- 
nance and repair. Under CMP each 
agency will break down its material 
requirements three ways: into that 
needed for production, construction 


and facilities and maintenance and: 


repair. 

“By including maintenance and re- 
pair requirements in the over-all ma- 
terials program, CMP provides a 
long-range assurance that the na- 
tion’s essential industries will be kept 
in operation.”

How to present Servel’s “Nutrition 
In Industry” program to other war 
industries was the subject of an in- 
tensive all-day discussion attended by 
Servel regional managers and field 
men. 

Some indication of the widespread 
acceptance of the plan to date was 
cited by Robert J. Canniff, advertis- 
ing and sales promotion manager, 
who said: 

“Scores of letters, telegrams and 
long distance calls from some of the 
most important war industries of the 
nation, including aircraft plants, 
shipyards and ordnance plants indi- 
cate that there is a real need for the 
service we are now offering through 
the gas utility companies of the 
country. Our big job now is to es- 
tablish the ‘Nutrition In Industry’ 
plan in actual operation with the 
help of our field organization. 

“With the help and support of the 
gas utility companies in each com- 
munity where war industries are lo- 
cated, Servel can help reduce the 
appalling loss of man-hours now be- 
ing wasted through ill health of war 
workers. Our aim is to keep every 
war worker on the job every day by 
improving his eating habits.” 

It was pointed out in the meeting 
that besides enabling Servel to make 
an additional contribution to win- 
ning the war, the plan also is help- 
ing gas companies keep in contact 
with their customers during the war 
and is thereby maintaining the good 
will of gas companies toward Servel. 

The problem of maintaining satis- 
factory customer service for more

Lose Priority Aid for 
Sale of Copper Tubing 


PHILADELPHIA—Penalty for vio- 
lating General Preference Order M- 
9-a is placed on J. Levitt, a partner- 
ship here selling plumbing, heating 
and roofing supplies, in Suspension 
Order S-124. Violation consisted of 
accepting and filling, between March 
1, 1941 and March 19, 1942, orders 
not rated A-10 or better for ap- 
proximately 11,500 feet of copper 
tubing and two 60-foot copper tub- 
ing coils. 

The suspension order prohibits J. 
Levitt and partners Samuel Gellar 
and Anna Gellar from accepting de- 
liveries of copper, copper base al- 
loys, copper products, and copper 
base alloy products for a period of 
90 days beginning Oct. 30. 

The partnership is further directed 
to repurchase from John A. Lynch 
of Drexel Hill, Pa., 10,000 feet of 
copper tubing sold to him about 
March 3, 1942. Repurchase is to be 
made within 15 days of the Order’s 
becoming effective, and within five 
days of the repurchase an affidavit 
stating the transaction is to be filed 
by the organization. 


Minneapolis-Honeywell

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Seller May Ask for 
Price Revisions on 
3 More Conditions 


WASHINGTON, D. C.— Amend- 
ment 5 to Maximum Price Regula- 
tion No. 165—Consumer Services, 
outlines additional conditions under 
which the Office of Price Administra- 
tion, or its regional administrators, 
can ‘adjust the maximum prices 
established by this regulation. 

Under the original order, a seller 
could make application for adjust- 
ment if he found that his maximum 
price was abnormally low in relation 
to the prices for similar service 
established by other sellers; or if he 
found that the maximum price sub- 
jected him to considerable hardship 
because of cost increases. Amend- 
ment 5 states that such application 
must be filed by Jan. 1, 1943 to be 
granted. 

In addition, Amendment 5 states 
that the seller may also seek price 
adjustment when it appears: 

(1) that there exists, or threatens 
to exist, in a particular locality a 
shortage in the supply of an essen- 
tial service; 

(2) that such shortage will be sub- 
stantially reduced or eliminated by 
adjusting the maximum prices; and 

(3) that such adjustment will not 
create or tend to create a shortage 
or a need for price increase in an- 
other locality. 

Such application is to be filed in 
accordance with Revised Procedural 
Regulation No. 1. 


OPA Adjusts Maximum 
Prices on Entire Line 
Of Trane Equipment 


LA CROSSE, Wis.—Adjustment in 
maximum prices on heating, cooling, 
and ventilating equipment merchan- 
dised here by the Trane Co., Inc., is 
made in an order issued by Price 
Administrator Leon Henderson.

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What CMP Means 


Q. What is the new “Controlled 
Materials Plan” just announced by 
the WPB? 

A. It is a plan whereby critical 
materials will be allotted by the WPB 
for the production of definite prime 


items so as to make certain that 


production schedules are in balance 
with available materials. 


Difference Between 


CMP and PRP 


Q. What is the difference between 
CMP and PRP? 

A. The Controlled Materials Plan 
is what is known as a vertical allot- 
ment plan whereby materials are 
allotted to take care of a complete 
product such as a tank or an airplane 
whereas the Production Require- 
ments Plan calls for an allotment of 
materials on a _ horizontal basis 
whereby each user of materials sub- 
mits his own requirements and re- 
ceives authorizations for his par- 
ticular needs. 

Under the new CMP, prime con- 
tractors will apply for the material 
required for the complete end prod- 
uct and they will divide whatever 
allotments are made to them with 
their subcontractors and suppliers. 


Q. When does CMP go into effect? 


A. CMP will actually start operat- 
ing in the second quarter of 1943. 
Information which the WPB must 
have to effectively control and allot 
material for second quarter produc- 
tion, however, will be gathered dur- 
ing November and December and 
must be submitted to the WPB by 
Jan. 1, 1943. 


Materials That Will Be 
Controlled By CMP 


Q. What critical materials will be 
controlled by CMP? 


A. Steel, copper, and aluminum 
are the first controlled materials 
which will be directly allotted under 


this plan but the plan has been de-. 


signed to gradually take over the 
allotment of all critical materials. 


Q. Now that CMP has been an- 
nounced, is PRP out of existence? 


A. No. PRP will continue through 
the first quarter for all producers 
and through the second quarter for 
producers who do not qualify under 
the “Controlled Materials Plan” as 
announced. By July 1, 1943, the 
new CMP will be in full operation.

Preference Ratings Are 


Still In Effect 


Q. Will preference ratings still be 
used under the CMP system? 

A. Yes, it will be some time before 
all material requirements will be 
under the Controlled Materials Plan; 
consequently, it will be necessary to 
continue the distribution of materials 
not under CMP through the priori- 
ties system. Under the new CMP, 
allotment numbers will be issued for 
materials and a preference rating 
will also be assigned. A preference 
rating accompanied by an allotment 
number will take precedence over 
ratings of the same category not ac- 
companied by an allotment number. 
For example, AA-3 plus an allotment 
number will be higher than AA-3 
without an allotment number but not 
as high, of course, as AA-2X. 

Q. Has any definite procedure been 
established for the securing of ma- 
terials under the new CMP? 

A. Details of the procedure set-up 
under CMP have not been fully 
announced. Forms for reporting the 
requirements of a subcontractor or 
supplier to his prime contractor are 
now being printed by the WPB who 
advise that full announcement will 
be made within the next few days. 


What It Means To Items 
Of Civilian Supply 


Q. How will producers of essential 
civilian items and supplies for army 
camps, etc., receive allotments for 
production requirements? 

A. Producers of a list of Class “B” 
products which is to be announced 
and which will include essential 
civilian items will receive their allot- 
ments from their WPB industry 
branches which will operate under 
the “Office of Civilian Supply.” Such 
producers will be required to file 
monthly inventory reports which will 
be the basis for the allotments to be 
made. 

Producers who will not have re- 
ceived allotments under CMP in time 
to meet second quarter requirements 
will be authorized to continue pur- 
chases under PRP equal to first 
quarter authorizations. 

A large number of producers will 
find themselves necessarily operat- 
ing under both the old and the new 
set-up at the same time. To prevent 
duplications, companies continuing 
to operate under PRB for a part of 
their requirements will be required 
to cancel authorizations made under 
PRP in equal amount for CMP allot- 
ments. 


Firm Under PRP Now 
Can Extend AAA Ratings 
To Fill Some Orders 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—Priorities 
Regulation No. 11, controlling the 
distribution and use of scarce ma- 
terials, has been amended so that 
firms operating under PRP can ex- 
tend AAA ratings to obtain mate- 
rial necessary to fill customers’ pur- 
chase orders. 

Certain restrictions in Amendment 
I prohibit the operator from using 
the AAA extension to increase his 
inventory, to obtain material in ex- 
cess of that actually needed for the 
rated order or to divert material to 
another order. 

The amendment states that any 
material acquired in this fashion 
must be deducted, to the extent pos- 
sible, from the quantity of such ma- 
terial on order by its PRP cer- 
tificate but as yet undelivered. If it 
is necessary to extend the rating for 
materials other than those, or in 
excess of the quantities, authorized 
on its PRP certificates, a PD-25F 
form must be filed within three days 
after the AAA rating was extended, 
reporting the nature of the extension.

Blackstone Corp. Plans To 
Give ‘Postwar’ Priority 


To War-Bond Buyers 


JAMESTOWN, N. Y.—A layaway 
plan, simplified to an arrangement 
promising post-war priority on elec- 
trical appliances to customers who 
buy a war bond and inform the com- 
pany of their purchase, has been 
adopted here by the Blackstone 
Corp. 

Coupons printed with Blackstone 
advertising copy will entitle bond- 
buyers to a preferred delivery cer- 
tificate, but users will be under no 
obligation to purchase appliances 
when the war is over. 


Already much discussed by in- 
dustry, most lay-away schemes 
thought up to build a backlog of 
post-war delivery orders call for im- 
mediate payments from customers. 
The National Association of Gas and 
Equipment Manufacturers is said to 
be planning such a program, and 
other groups are considering similar 
arrangements.

PD-1X Is To Be Used 
For Replenishing 
Ice-Box Inventories 


WASHINGTON, D. C. — Distribu- 
tors and dealers who need priority 
assistance to replenish their inven- 
tories of domestic non-mechanical 
refrigerators (ice-boxes), should 
make application to the War Pro- 
duction Board on Form PD-1X, of- 
ficials of the Distributors’ Branch 
said today. It was pointed out that 
only those dealers who sold such 
refrigerators during the current 
year will be granted priority assist- 
ance. 

Dealers, including wholesalers and 
retailers who purchase directly from 
manufacturers, are required to make 
application for priority assistance on 
Form PD-1X, and when requesting 
it for domestic ice-boxes, should in- 
clude the follownig information on: 

(1) Quantity and model numbers 
of the refrigerators the applicant 
wishes to order. 

(2) Physical inventory, including 
consignments as of Dec. 31, 1941. 

(3) Receipts, including consign- 
ments from Jan. 1, 1942, to date of 
filing. 

(4) Inventory, including consign- 
ments, as of the date of filing. 

(5) Total purchase cost of items 
for which priority assistance is re- 
quested. 

(6) Book or physical inventory and 
sales of department or entire busi- 
ness. 


The applicant must also state the 
name of the manufacturer with 
whom his order is to be placed.
